Is The Climate 
Changing is 


Geld Spelle Diminished More in 
Length than Severity 
The other day, in conversation 


with an old-timer who has known 
the weat intimately since 1878, and, 
beside, is a man of observant habit, 
who always led an open-air life, the 
subject of climate came up. Mr. H. 
Rideout, of Kenora, followed railway 
construction for many years before 
settling down by the Lake of the 
Woods. He is now the owner of the 
tract of land lying northward of the 
town, known as “The Rideout es- 
tate,” which was acquired originally 
by his brother whom it will be re- 
membered finally settled and eventu- 
ally died in Beausejour, Manitoba, 
Ever—stnea his arrival in Kenora, 
or rather Rat Portage, as i then 
was, Mr. Rideout has been an at- 
tentive observer of the weather, espe- 


clally the weather of winter. In 
the olden days, when tue Hudson's 
Bay post stood on the little point 


where the mighty lake discharges a 
part of its waters, and thus finds its 
way to the yet greater Lake Winnl- 
peg, Mr. Rideout often visited the 
factor, and acquired knowledge of 
conditions long antidating his own 
experience, The consensus of opin- 
fon among the old frontiersmen 
seemed to bo that the cold. spells 
have diminished more in length than 
in severity; we may have dips dur- 
ing which the mercury, or rather the 
spirit, drops just as low as it ever 
did, but the weeks of below zero 
weather have seemingly given place 
to days of minus temperatures, 

But there is as much, 
snow. ‘The coldest winter 
out recollects was, unless I 
derstood him, that of 1881-2, 
the intense cold lasted for several 
weeks without much intermission, but 
there was a very light snowfall; what 
accumulated seemed to be more the 
precipitation of heavy frost spicules 
during the night than ordinary snow- 
flakes. He recollects that {t was al- 
most impossible to make a good firm 
hauling roadway in this exceedingly 
Nght, fleecy stuff. 

The Indians, one and all, 
fol and woodland dwellers, agree 
that the country is drylng up; that 
jakes are shrinking, sloughs becom- 
ing farm land, and summer rains less 
abundant. Mr. Rideout is inclined 
to the same opinion; at least, he re- 
members one summer many years ago 
when there was almost continuous 
rain and crops ripened imperfectly. 

These observations of an old-time 
student of western weather are of 
particular interest, because geologists 
and other high-brow people are at- 
tempting to forecast the probable 
date of the arrival of the next cold 
snap on the Glacial Period. What 
{s not understood as to the cause of 
these unfortunate drops of tempera- 
ture would fill several volumes. One 
of our most eminent and truthworthy 
authorities who, moreover, has had an 
opportunity of studying the strata- 
graphical records placed by nature on 
file in the Hudson's Bay region, stat- 
ed recently that it might be 10,000 or 
12,000 years since the last of the ice 
cap melted. Suppose this to be a 
fairly correct estimate and the late 
lamented Dr. Croll’s calculations de- 
penable, we must be about halfway 
between two cold snaps. In another 
ten or twelve thousand years the axis

Feeding Stuffs Found to-be Impure 


Farmers and Othera Should be Careful 
In Purchasing Stock Food ; 
Misrepresentation and fraud in the 
compounding of certain stock feeds 
has been clearly demonstrated by ox- 
amination under the microscope, ac- 
cording to the Seed Commissioner of 
the Department of Agriculture at Ot- 
tawa. A product that was offered for 
Sale as barley meal at $4 a bag, was 
found to actually contain no barley 
whatever; the mixture consisted of 
ground corn, sorghum, bean meal and 
ground oat hulls. Another class of 
food called Feed Flour that retalled 
at $4.50 a bag, was found to contain 
ground rice hulls, pulverized oat hulls, 
with some sorghum and corn, What 
was named Oil Cake consisted largely 
of ground cocoa shells, with a little 
linseed meal and barley flour. To 
the naked eye it was practically im- 
possible to determine that any of 
these feeds were fraudulent mixtures. 
These discoveries prove that it was 
high time careful attention was being 
given to the enforcement of The 
Feeding Stuffs Act which has been 
entrusted to the branch above re- 
ferred to, Farmers with purchased 
feed in their possession of which they 
have doubts, may, if they. wish, have 
samples analyzed on terms that may 
be obtained by corresponding with 
the Seed Commissioner, Ottawa.
